CHAPTER 452. 
AN ACT authorizing the governor to cause to be 

enrolled and mustered into the state service a 
company of infantry as a part of the organized 
Wisconsin National Guard. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

• a 	SECTION 1. The governor is hereby authorized Infantry order- 
ed mired to cause to be mustered into the state service and 
into service. enrolled as a part of the organized Wisconsin 

National Guard, one company of infantry to be 
located at the city of Waupun, in addition to the 
companies now provided for bylaw. Said company 
to be assigned to the second regiment Wisconsin 
National Guard, and receive the same pay and 
allowance as the companies now organized; pro-
vided, thatiwhen a vacancy;occurs in the organi-
zation of said regiment by the muster out or 
disbandment of one of its companies, no new 
company shall be organized to fill such vacancy, 
if such organization shall increase the whole 
number of companies above that otherwise pro-
vided for. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
